AT ONE time or another nearly 
everybody ha* suffered from red 
inflamed eyes and certainly there 
are few disorder* that a doctor 
sees more frequently. 
This inflammation of the lining 
membrane of the lids and the eye­ 
ball is known as conjunctivitis. It 
may be caused by anyone of a num­ 
ber of infection.*, hence successful 
treatment will depend on first dis­ 
covering what particular ’'bug'* 
is causing the trouble. 
Eye Smear 
For this reason Dr. William M. 
Bane of Denver believes that it is 
important in every case of con­ 
junctivitis to take a smear from 
the eye in order to determine what 
germs arc giving rise to the inflam­ 
mation. It is not possible in every 
ease to discover the trouble-mak­ 
ing organism, hut the fact that it 
can be readily identified in so 
many, makes this procedure worth 
while. 
For instance, the most frequent 
type of conjunctiva is is due to the 
pneumococcus bacteria, which is 
•topped dead in its tracks by a so­ 
lution of quinine hydrochloride and 
certain other antiseptics. 
On the other hand, conjuncti­ 
vitis due to what is known as the 
Morax-Axenfeld bacillus clears up 
readily when treated with a line 
sulfate solution. Thus, if a smear 
is taken and the doctors learn right 
at the start what is causing th* in­ 
fection, there will be n o tin g hit- 
or-miss about the treatment. Loss 
of time, discomfort and possible 
permanent damage to the eye will 
be avoided. 
Sever* Type 
A severe type of conjunctivitis 


may be due to the gonaeoeeus. Dr. 
Bane suggests in treating this con­ 
dition that sulfadiazine be given 
by mouth until the condition clear* 
up. The doctor may even decide to 
wash the eye itself with a solution 
of sulfanilamide several times a 
day for on# to two days. 
Another type of conjunctivitis 
known as keratoconjunctivitis oc­ 
curs in epidemics. This type cause* 
a scratchy sensation in the eves 
with redness and swelling of the 
lids. The condition last* for several 
weeks up to several months. 
In 
most cases it clears up without 
causing any permanent damage to 
the eye. 
Up to the present time, no defi­ 
nite treatment for this disorder 
has been found which appears to 
he of much value. It is thought 
that keratoconjunctivitis is due to 
a virus, that is, an organism so 
small that it will pass through the 
openings in a porcelain filter. 
Lining Membrane 
Inflammation of the lining mem­ 
brane over the eyeball mary be pro­ 
duced because some hit of mate­ 
rial gets into the eve At times th* 
hit of dust or dirt may he so small 
that it is difficult to sea it. 
For this reason when it Is sus­ 
pected that dirt is in the eye, the 
physician may examine it with a 
magnifying glass. Once the mate­ 
rial is found, the eye is anesthe­ 
tized. if necessary, and the material 
carefully removed. After removal, 
according to Dr. Banc, sulfates- 
zole ointment should be put into 
the eye and then the eye bandaged 
and kept closed for a day or two. 
While most of these eye condi­ 
tions are not serious, they must b* 
properly treated so as to avoid any 
permanent damage to the eye.
